Barrels for rifles s machine guns and automatic weapons are being 
delivered <. Tanwaldske Strojirny employe more than five hundred workers and 
more labor is being recruited from Moravia, from the Plzen (H50/LGL) area 
and from the Labe (Elbe) River valley.

6-, The textile industry in the Semily and Zeiezny Brod areas is occupied 

completely with filling orders from the UboX, Additional workers - fortoer 
tradesmen- and their dependents - are being allocate 1 to this industry but 
are very poorly paid* 

?. Skilled metal workers are being recruited in the Jablonec area and are 
being allocated lo the ammunition factory at Kradec Kralove* This plant 
-"as built by the Gomans during the war near the freight station located 
at the crossing of roads Ilorice (0J1/G62) - Hradee Kralove and Sairice 
(G5>'l/G?2) - Pardubice (02l/h?9) » The plant employs about 1200 workers., 

The fim Ramus .’1 Utler at Vrehlabi (Ilohenelbe ~ 05>l/G55) is soon to be 
moved to ilradec Kralove and attached to the ammunition factory for -which 
it "reduces wooden boxes* Machinery has been transferred from the metal 
industry at Jablonec to this ax munition factory* This includes friction 
presses, eccentric presses, autoioatio machines for the pressing of deep 
drawn products, and two machines for the making of sprinkle or dye castings* 

8. In addition to recruiting orkers from the costume jewelry industry for the 
arr limit ion factory at Kradec Kralove, the labor office in Jablonec was 
ordered by the Con urist Secretariat (sic) to organize 1000 workers in Janu- 
ary 1950 and the same number in February to work in the "Brigades" in the 
coal nines at J'oravska Ostrava (P-jO/0 59)* A portion of these workers 
were to be employed in the wire factory at 3ohunin (l50/J50) where a 
special cable is produced* The cable consists of an insulated wire con- 
ductor over which is wound by hand a special barbed wire with soines 
every three centimeters* This is then sprayed with a dark green coloring 
and is wound on spools* Each layer on the spool is separated by heavy 
paper* The wire leads from these spools are then fitted with netal clamps.
